Hospital,  Coatbridge. 

LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  FUNCTIONS. 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

All  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-and-Post-Natal  Clinics  are  staffed 
by  Local  Health  Authority  Nursing  personnel,  Bellshill  Maternity 
Hospital  supplying  medical  staff  for  Regional  Hospital  Board 
Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

8,909  children  attended  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  during  the 
year  and  of  this  number  747  children  born  in  1967  attended  the 
Clinics  for  the  first  time  during  the  year. 

An  “ At  Risk  ” Register  has  been  maintained  during  the  year, 
the  Health  Visitors  being  responsible  for  the  placing  of  names  on 
the  Register  and  a Medical  Officer  for  assessing  the  children  at 
intervals.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  196  children  on  the 
Register  all  receiving  special  supervision. 

Ascertainment  of  Deafness. 

Elementary  screening  of  cases  of  suspected  deafness  is  carried 
out  in  Clinics  or  at  home  by  Health  Visiting  personnel  all  of  whom 
have  been  trained  in  these  principles. 

Welfare  Foods. 

Welfare  Foods,  i.e.,  National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil, 
Orange  Juice  and  Vitamin  Tablets  are  distributed  daily  from  the 
Health  Department,  Main  Street,  and  during  Clinic  Sessions  at  the 
other  Clinics.

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MIDWIFERY. 

Domiciliary  full-time  Midwifery  Services  obtain  in  the  Burgh 
with  an  establishment  of  3 Midwives  who  practise  from  their  own 
homes. 

All  the  midwives  have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  Gas  and  Air 
Analgesia  and  Pethidine,  and  4 sets  of  Minnitt  Analgesia  Apparatus 
have  been  available  for  use  throughout  the  year.  All  the  midwives 
have  been  trained  in  the  administration  of  Trilene. 

During  the  year  36  Maternity  Outfits  have  been  issued.

The  Services  under  Section  23  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(Scotland)  Act,  1947,  have  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
and  there  are  no  points  of  importance  to  remark  upon. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

6 Health  Visitors  Were  employed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
but  by  the  end  of  the  year  this  number  had  been  reduced  to  5.  The 
Health  Visitors  staff  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  conducted  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  Health  Visiting  the  town  is  divided  into  districts  for  each  of 
which  one  Health  Visitor  is  responsible. 
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HOME  NURSING. 

Eight  full-time  District  Nurses  were  employed  in  the  Coatbridge 
area  during  the  year.  The  following  table  indicates  the  main  types 
of  cases  treated  by  Home  Nurses  during  the  year,  many  of  whom 

would  have  required  hospital  treatment  except  for  the  existence  of 
this  service.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  are  available  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  in  the  Health  Department,  Main 
Street,  at  Townhead  Clinic,  Lomond  Road,  Kirkwood  Clinic, 
Craigend  Drive  and  Rosehall  Clinic,  Whifflet  Street,  and  a 
reminder  in  the  form  of  a Birthday  Card  is  sent  to  each  child  not 
immunised  at  his/her  first  birthday,  While  Health  Visitors  at  their 
visits  continue  to  stress  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a high  standard 
of  immunisation  amongst  the  population  at  risk.  During  the  year 
1049  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  etc.  and  605 
received  maintenance  inoculations,  and  of  these,  674  and  384  were 
inoculated  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  323  persons  received 
Primary  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  during  the  year  and  of  this 
number  207  received  inoculations  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
while  193  persons  received  maintenance  inoculations.

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POLIOMYELITIS. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  to  be  available  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  from  General  Practitioners. 

During  the  year  the  oral  type  of  vaccine  was  used  exclusively, 
913  persons  completing  the  course  of  three  doses  and  287  receiving 
a fourth  dose,  and  of  these,  598  and  98  respectively  were  carried 
out  by  Local  Authority  personnel. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  42%  of  children  born  in 
1966  had  completed  a course  of  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis. 

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Two  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Artifiical  Sunlight  Clinic  are  held 
each  week.  Patients  attending  these  clinics  are  referred  by  the 
General  Medical  Practitioners,  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or 
School  Medical  Clinics.  During  the  year  43  first  visits  and  526 
re-visits  were  made.  Patients  attended  chiefly  for  rheumatic  con- 
ditions, arthritis,  fibrositis,  general  debility  and  sub-standard 
physical  states. 


EPILEPTICS  AND  SPASTICS. 

Where  Epileptics  and  Spastics  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department,  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  maintains  observation, 
depending  on  the  individual  case,  the  Welfare  Department  being 
introduced  where  necessary. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

13  cases  of  respiratory  and  2 cases  of  non-respiratory  tuber- 
culosis were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  10  and  2 respectively 
were  confirmed. 

The  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  0.04 
per  thousand,  which  compares  with  the  figure  of  0.07  per  thousand 
for  1966,  the  preliminary  figure  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  being  0.04. 

The  bed  state  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  the 
waiting  time  being  nil. 

5 families  in  which  one  or  more  members  were  suffering  from 
the  disease  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

A contact  clinic  was  held  twice  per  month  throughout  the  year,

A full-time  Chiropody  Service  was  in  operation  throughout  the 
year  and  a fully  qualified  Chiropodist  carries  out  this  Clinic.  Treat- 
ment is  free  and  by  appointment  only. 

During  the  year  3389  treatments  were  given,  866  males  and 
2523  females. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  continued  to  give 
valuable  assistance  during  the  year  in  the  form  of  lectures,  leaflets 
and  pamphlets,  while  Health  Visitors  take  every  opportunity  of 
stressing  measures  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  especially  in  the 
home.

CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  156  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (excluding 
tuberculosis)  Were  notified.  This  figure  shows  a decrease  of  18  on  the 
figure  for  1966,  due  to  the  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia 
notified  throughout  the  year. 

Details  of  the  major  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  are  as 
follows : — 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  6 cases  were  notified  all  of  which  were 
removed  to  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Dysentery.  2 cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  removed  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Pneumonia.  104  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  removed 
to  hospital.  11  deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever.  9 cases  were  notified,  8 being  removed  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough.  21  cases  were  notified,  3 being  removed  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Erysipelas.  4 cases  were  notified,  3 being  removed  to  hos- 
pital. No  deaths  occurred. 

Typhoid.  3 cases  were  notified  and  all  were  removed  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  occurred.  The  organism  was  identified  as 
Phage  Type  Cl,  the  source  of  infection  being  the  paternal  grand- 
father who  was  known  to  Glasgow  Public  Health  Authorities.

The  Senior  Occupation  Centre  for  mental  defectives  functioned 
at  Tay  Street  Annexe  until  September,  1967  when  it  was  transferred 
to  Bonnyhill,  Bowling  Street,  a private  house  which  had  been 
purchased  by  the  Burgh  and  which  will  be  used  as  an  Occupation 
Centre  until  the  new  Centre  at  Rosehall  is  completed.  This  Centre 
catering  for  both  sexes,  is  open  daily  from  Monday  to  Friday 
inclusive,  from  10  a.m.  until  3 p.m.,  the  average  daily  attendance 
being  24. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  advice  given  where  necessary  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff. 
Information  re  the  proper  conditions  for  Food  Hygiene  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  public  by  means  of  posters,  etc.,  during  the  year. 

WORK  UNDER  NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS’ 
REGULATION  ACT,  1948. 

One  application  was  received  for  Registration  under  the  above 
Act.  The  premises  were  inspected  and  they  complied  with  the 
necessary  regulations  under  the  Act.  The  premises  are  open  from 
9 a.m.  until  12  noon,  five  days  per  week,  and  the  maximum  number 
of  children  to  be  looked  after  is  20.  The  average  attendance  has 
been  10. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

In  the  Burgh  of  Coatbridge  the  School  Health  Services  are 
administered  and  carried  out  by  the  Lanarkshire  County  Council  in 
terms  of  their  duties  under  the  Education  Act. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  the  work  done,  with  reference  to  the  supply  of  milk, 
ice  cream,  meat  and  other  foods,  are  to  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report.  No  medical  examinations  of  Trade  Employees 
were  carried  out  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1958. 
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FOOD  POISONING. 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year. 

NUTRITION. 

Health  Visitors,  during  home  visits  and  Clinics,  continued  to  be 
the  chief  medium  for  the  spread  of  knowledge  on  this  subject.  Their 
efforts  have  been  supplemented  by  posters,  pamphlets  and  food 
demonstrations. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT. 

The  Local  Authority  maintains  three  homes  for  elderly  people, 
at  Merrystone  House,  Woodside  House  and  Kenilworth  House. 
No  special  medical  supervision  is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority, 
each  resident  consulting  his/her  own  doctor  as  required. 

There  are  no  other  homes  in  the  area  under  Section  37  of  the 
Act.  No  action  was  necessary  under  Sections  47,  48  or  50  of  the 
Act. 

NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION. 

(SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1938. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act  and  no  Certificates  are 
in  force. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Burgh  by  the  Airdrie,  Coatbridge  and 
District  Water  Board.  The  supply  has  been  ample  for  the  needs  of 
the  town.  Periodic  examination  of  the  water  has  proved  it  fit  for 
human  consumption  at  all  times. 

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Samples  of  water  taken  at  regular  intervals  throughout  the 
year  have  all  proved  satisfactory. 

SUPERANNUATION. 

98  persons,  6C  males  and  38  females,  were  medically  examined 
for  the  purpose  of  Superannuation. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  234  families  were  visited  and 
reported  on  re-requested  transfer  of  house  on  medical  grounds.  This 
figure  compares  with  205  for  1966  and  110  for  1965. 

DISABLED  PERSONS. 

During  the  year,  22  disabled  persons  were  assisted  in  having 
their  homes  adapted  to  enable  them  to  overcome  their  handicap, 
the  cost  of  these  adaptations  being  £415.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  three  cases  awaiting  adaptation  of  their  homes.
